New Bakery Opens Next Week 


Three days next week, Thurs¬ 
day, Friday and Saturday, July 
20, 21 and 22, will mark the open¬ 
ing of new business premises of 
the Vulcan Bakery. 

Fred De Jong, bakery owner, 
came to Canada from Holland in 
1949, to Vulcan in 1951 and in the 
intervening 10 years, managed and 
later bought the bakery on its 
original site and-^pow is ready to 
open the doors to the new esta¬ 
blishment next to the old Vulcan 
Bakery. 

The bakery business has been an 
18-year career for Fred who spent 
six years at the trade in his native 
home land before coming to Can¬ 
ada. His father, Harold, also im¬ 
migrated to this country after 
owning a bake shop in Holland, 
and in March of 1951 he bought 
the Vulcan Bakery from Joe Rof- 
fler and turned it over to Fred 
to manage. Mr. De Jong senior, 
bought out another bakery in 
Claresholm in 1954 where he still 
resides. 

Before coming to Vulcan Fred 
spent a year with the National 
System of Baking firm in Leth¬ 
bridge and in his third year in 
Vulcan, in 1954, he married his 
wife Shirley at Iron Springs, Alta. 
They have four children, Harold 
Frederick, Winnifred Theresa, 
Mary Anna and Robert John. 

The growing prosperity of the 
business is not without its detrac¬ 
tions however as a baker’s life Is 
one of odd and long hours. Fred 
is at work by 3:00 a.m. each morn¬ 
ing. Slightly more than four hours 
is required for the process of mix¬ 
ing dough to the Baking and this 
enables Fred to have bread fresh 
from the oven ready for his shop 
and through the grocery outlets 
in town by store opening time. 

A national trend away from loaf 
bread and towards buns and rolls 
began in 1954 and levelled off two 
years ago but the small order bak¬ 
ing has steadily increased. 

The Vulcan Bakery caters to the 
majority of church organizattions, 
clubs and other groups in town 
and district and has continued the 
established practice of offering 10 
per cent reduction on catering in 
these cases. 

The old bake shop buildings, 
owned by Fred will be partly dis¬ 
mantled. The small building which 
housed the oven and other equip¬ 
ment will be torn down and the 
front shop will be leased out or 
rented. 

No Driving Test 
Licence Renewal 

Vehicle drivers whose operators’ 
licences expire next year will not 
find It compulsory to take a test 
of their ability to receive the re¬ 
newal certificate. 

It is in 1962 that all vehicle 
operator licences under Alberta's 
five-year system expire. Actual 
date of renewal will be on the 
motorist’s birthday, but notifica¬ 
tion will be sent from the Motor 
Vehicle Branch at Edmonton be¬ 
forehand. 


Theodore Roebuck 
Dies At Calgary 

Funeral services were conducted 
at Leydens Chapel of Remem¬ 
brance, Calgary on Wednesday, 
July 5, by Rev. Robert Johnson, 
for a well-known old-timer of the 
Champion district, Theodore Roe- 
Suck, who passed away suddenly 
at his home at the age of 83 years. 

Born at Llversedge, Yorkshire, 
England, he spent three years in 
West Africa where he was con¬ 
tracting in road and bridge con¬ 
struction. He came to Canada in 
1909, settling at Lethbridge. In 
1914 he married Sarah Barnes and 
in 1916 the couple moved to the 
Champion district where they 
farmed until retiring to Calgary 
in 1948. 

Besides his wife, Sarah, he is 
survived by two sons, John and 
Bill and four grandchildren, all of 
Champion, and one sister of Arras, 
British Columbia. 

Pallbearers were Herbert Hod- 
nett, George Patterson, Harry 
Peters, Howard Hagg, Dan Mal¬ 
lory and Douglas Daw. 

Interment was In the Mountain 
View Memorial Gardens. 


Museum Idea Still 
Being Considered 

The idea of establishing a dis¬ 
trict or county museum to pre¬ 
serve mementoes of the pioneer 
days of this part of Southern Al¬ 
berta was received with favor at 
a recent zone meeting of Lions 
Clubs and delegates to the meet¬ 
ing were to bring the matter up 
before each club as soon as pos¬ 
sible. 

If the idea is approved by the 
majority of clubs, it is expected 
that some action will be taken at 
the next zone meeting to secure a 
suitable building for such a 
museum, or to store articles in 
until enough have been collected 
to set up a museum. 


Results of the Provincial Govern¬ 
ment Highway's Branch survey of 
the highway entrance to Vulcan 
and its suggested method of Im¬ 
proving the awkward traffic situa¬ 
tion were dealt with at the July 
luncheon meeting of the Vulcan 
District Board of Trade. 

In response to an earlier per¬ 
sonal interview on the subject by 
Bill Richardson of the Board’s 
committee, a letter from L. H. 
McManus, Deputy Minister of 
Highways, accompanied by a pro¬ 
posed correction map of the en¬ 
trance, was received giving his de¬ 
partment’s recommendations. 

Feeling of Board members, after 
study of the map, was that such 
a proposal would still fall short 
of the objective especially with re¬ 
gard to traffic coming into town 
from the south and east A motion, 
together with a sketch drawing of 
a highway entrance plan similar 
to that leading into the town of 
Ponoka, was sent back to the de¬ 
partment, as the Board’s counter¬ 
proposal. 

According to the Highways De¬ 
partment may no widening of the 
access road leading to Highway 23 
from town would be done and their 
suggestion for improvement would 
revolve around two triangular 
traffic islands fronting Highway 
23 on the access road and a left 
hand turn lane on Highway 23 to 
handle traffic from the south. 
With these are seven signs direct¬ 
ing traffic. 

The plan submitted by the 
Board of Trade is similar to that 
proposed by the Highways Depart¬ 
ment in handling traffic coming 
into town from the north or going 
north or south from Vulcan. The 
big variance comes in the treat¬ 
ment of traffic from the south. 
According to the government plan 
a left-turn lane running north and 
south would be set up, protected 
from south bound traffic. The local 
Board would like to see a turn-off 
lane some distance south of the 
entrance junction, which would 
curve to the right or east of the 
main highway and turn back into 
it at right angles to and facing 
the intersection. This would take 
Vulcan-bound vehicles from the 
south off the main highway alto¬ 
gether and present a much safer, 
more orderly pattern of traffic in 
all directions.
